10. INDOCHINA 

WP'S SIMONS, IN VIENTIANE, NOTES US "EXAMINING" IMMIGRATION 
REQUESTS OF SOME 500 LAOTIANS WHO FLED INTO THAILAND 
DURING LAST FEW WEEKS. SEES SOME EVIDENCE US WILL 
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ADMIT VANG PAD. US DIPLOMATS IN LAOS CONTEMPLATE THAT 
BREAK WITH GOVT, SHOULD IT COME, WOULD BE ESSENTIALLY 
PEACEFUL. 

LAT'S LESLIE, IN VIENTIANE (6/6), FINDS US OFFICIALS 
SAYING DESIRE MAINTAIN RELATIONS WITH LAOS, UNLESS 
HARASSMENT OF AMCITS BECOMES INTOLERABLE. DISCUSSIONS

NYT'S ANDELMAN, IN VIENTIANE, SEES PL GRADUALLY ASSUMING 
CONTROL OF GOVT STRUCTURE, FROM NATIONAL MINISTRIES IN 
CAPITAL TO SMALLEST VILLAGE COUNCIL. PRECISE PL GOALS 
STILL NOT WHOLLY CLEAR, AND IT CONTINUES DENIAL IT WANTS 
FULL TAKE-OVER. 

11. REFUGEES 

WSTAR SAYS WORST THING ABOUT VIET REFUGEES IS TO 
FORGET THEM, AND LEAVE THEM ON GUAM. REFERS TO 
KENNEDY SUBCOMMITTEE REPORT BUT NOTES THAT SENATE 
CHOSE TO DEAL WITH REFUGEES THROUGH SFRC RATHER 
THAN KENNEDY SUBCOMMITTEE. CONTRASTS SUCCESS IN 
WASHINGTON STATE WITH GENERAL PRACTICE AND NOTES 
THAT KENNEDY HAS AT LEAST IDENTIFIED SOME OF

ANTI-COMMUNIST SEA COUNTRIES. ANALYSTS BELIEVE CHINESE

DOUBT THAT THE US WOULD HELP KOREA IN EVENT OE ATTACK. 
PURPOSE OE WARNINGS EROM ADMINISTRATION AND STATMENT 
BY MANSFIELD IS TO DETER A SECOND COMMUNIST TRY TO 
REUNIFY BY FORCE. WILLINGNESS OF US PUBLIC TO RISK 
LOSS OF LIVES EOR KOREA NOW DOUBTEUL HOWEVER, ESPECIALLY 
IN VIEW OF THE TOTALITARIAN NATURE OF THE ROKG. BEST
